Mr Harding, if we arc to assume any- 


thing definite with regard to his views, 
wants a benevolent peace association 
and never will give his consent to a 
league which is founded on the possi- 
ble" use of force- Before the subject 
got into politics nobody who gave the 
subject consideration had an idea that 
it would be possible to enforce world 
peace except by the potential employ- 
ment of force- The argument was that 
when civilized nations agreed among 
themselves what was right and just the 
AVRV. and the only way. to compel obe- 
dience to this decision was to back it 
up with force if need be, That is the 
logical method to enforce peace against 
•\vrong-doers among nations, and no 
other will ever be devised. CoL Roose- 
velt was emphatic upon the point In 
his Nobel prize speech. May 10, 1910, 
the former President said: 


Then and most important, the nations should 


severallv guarantee to use their entire military 
rorco, ii necessary, against any action which 
defied the decrees of the tribunal, or -which vi- 
olated anv of the rights which in the rales it was 
expressly" stipulated should be reserved to trie 
several nations, the right to their territorial in- 
tegrity and the lite. 


This is an almost identical concep- 


tion of the purposes covered in article 
10 of the league covenant. It is a total 
rejection of the Harding idea of a "mo- 
ral" association of nations. Col. Roose- 
velt, with his realization of the stern 
problems involved in international 
peace, would have made short work of 
a scheme of benevolent peace. One 
can imagine how he would have greet- 
ed Senator Harding's weak and erratic 
utterances on the subject 


Mr. Taft was equally emphatic in his 


proposal for the formation of a peace 
league sustained by force if necessary. 
He drewup a tentative covenant of such 
a league-and in article 3 we find a far 
more sweeping agreement to employ 
force than is contained in article 10. 
as follows: 


The signatory powers shall jointly Tise forth- 


with both economic and military forces against 
any one* of tlvnr number that goes to war or 
commits acts of hostility, against another of the 
signatories before any question arising shall be 
submitted as provided in the foregoing. 


The last three presidents of the Unit- 


ed States. Roosevelt Taft arid Wilson, 
are completely agreed upon the princi- 
ple that world peace can be secured 
only by an association of nations based 
upon the potential use of force. Their 
experience in this office of high respon- 
sibility and in international dealings 
made it clear to them that this was the 
only right and effective road to peace. 
Their judgment is certainly entitled to 
gceater weight than that of politicians 
$vhose efforts to discredit the principle 
are obviously partisan. When three 
presidents of their standing, service 
and patriotism agree upon a plan of 
action of momentous consequences it 
is a pretty safe conclusion that the plan 
is sound. 


And common sense supports them. If 


forty-three nations agree unanimously 
that war or threat of war in a particu- 
lar ease is wrong and that it ought not 
to be tolerated it is fair to assume that 
they are just in their judgment If they 
stand together in an'ultimatum against 
war the chances are a thousand to one 
there will he no war. If we really mean 
to stop war of this character, and this 
excludes of course revolutions and ci- 
vil war, that is the way to do it for 
there is no other way. Under sucli a 
plan no nation is bound lo join in the 
use of force except in full moral free- 
dom. 
Its decision would he the nation- 


al decision, the decision of the people, 
and would be the same as that which 
lies back of and sustains any declara- 
tion of war. 


A benevolent peace league is as com- 


plete a futility as a benevolent stale 
with no power to enforce laws and po- 
pular rights. It is an absurd proposal, 
which no one would have dreamed of 
advancing if the league issue had been 
kepi out of politics. It has met with 


anything approaching genuine sympa- 
thy only among those who 
opposed 


America's association with the allies in 
overthrowing autocracy and who hold 
with Senator Knox that the peace im- 
posed upon Germany is the "hardest 
peace of modern times." If it were not 
for this element Harding's proposal 
would not have a corporal's guard of 
support. The opposition has been man- 
ufactured entirely by politicians, feed- 
ing on the discontent of hyphenated ci- 
tizenship. 


Roosevelt's views, Taf t's own league, 


Wilson's searching plan which Root, 
Hughes and Taft all helped to frame- 
are a monumental refutation of the 
whole campaign which is being waged 
against the league of nations- as well 
as a refutation of its sincerity.

Milwaukee has just revised its teach- 


ers' salaries upward by a million and 
one quarter dollars. The Eau Claire 
school board increased 
the salary 


schedule for its experienced teachers 
at its last meeting. Two cities in the 
stale have seen the signs of the times 
and revised their teachers' salaries for 
the second time this year. Good teach- 
ers are scarce and these cities mean to 
keep what they have. 


They have increased salaries in such 


a way as to offer an inducement to the 
experienced teachers to stay with them. 
The average professional life of a 
teacher is reported to be four or five 
years. A lawyer- physician- or engin- 
eer, is just beginning to be good at the 
end of Tour or five years. So is a teach- 
er. A teacher becomes more valuable 
with increased experience. It is to the 
interest of the schools lo keep Ihese ex- 
perienced teachers. 


In many schools in the state the only 


way a teacher can increase her salary 
is to quit and go to another school. The 
school she left will then hire an inex- 
perienced teacher at an increased sal- 
ary because they cannot get one at the 
old salary. The school is the loser. 
Eau Claire and Milwaukee will not be 
losers. They have dropped such short- 
sighted policies and will secure good 
teachers. 


There" is a greater scarcity of quali-
